OG 29 (May 1 5, 1 990). If the effective filing date is on or after July 1 , 1 998, see the final rulemaking 
notice published at 63 FR 29620 (June 1, 1998) and 1211 OG 82 (June 23, 1998). 

□ 2. This application does not contain, as a separate part of the disclosure on paper copy, a "Sequence 
Listing" as required by 37 C.F.R. 1 .821 (c). 

I I 3. A copy of the "Sequence Listing" in computer readable form has not been submitted as required by 
I— I 37 C.F.R. 1.821(e). 

□ 4. A copy of the "Sequence Listing" in computer readable form has been submitted. However, the 
content of the computer readable form does not comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1 .822 
and/or 1 .823, as indicated on the attached copy of the marked -up "Raw Sequence Listing". 



□ 5. The computer readable form that has been filed with this application has been found to be damaged 
and/or unreadable as indicated on the attached CRF Diskette Problem Report. A Substitute 
computer readable form must be submitted as required by 37 C.F.R. 1 .825(d). 

□ 6. The paper copy of the "Sequence Listing" is not the same as the computer readable from of the 
"Sequence Listing" as required by 37 C.F.R. 1.821(e). 



This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide 
and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to 
comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .821 through 1 .825 because there are sequences that require a SEQ 
ID NO., but which are not so identified. 

For example, the sequences in the claims are not properly identified by a SEQ ID NO. For example, 
there are sequences in claim 2 in excess of 10 nucleotides in length that are not clearly identified by a SEQ ID 
NO. Although claim 2 does recite two different SEQ ID NOs, the claim does not clearly identify which of the two 
sequences belongs to which SEQ ID NO. Since one of skill would be unable to determine which structure is 
defined by which SEQ ID NO. without referring to a reference text (i.e. the sequence listing), the application is 
not considered to be in sequence compliance. The claims must be amended to unambiguously label each 
sequence containing at least 10 nucleotides in length with a unique sequence identifier, wherein said unique 
sequence identifier clearly identifies which sequence is being labeled. 

A complete response to this office action must correct the defects cited above regarding compliance 
with the sequence rules and a response to the action on the merits which follows. 

The aforementioned instance of failure to comply is not intended as an exhaustive list of all such 
potential failures to comply in the instant application. Applicants are encouraged to thoroughly review the 
application, including the specification and drawings, to ensure that the entire application is in full compliance 
with all seguence rules. This requirement will not be held in abeyance. 

Applicant is given ONE MONTH, or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this 
letter within which to comply with the seguence rules. 37 CFR 1 .821 through 1 .825. Failure to comply with 
these reguirements will result in ABANDONMENT of the application under 37 CFR 1.821(g). Extensions of time 
may be obtained by filing a petition accompanied by the extension fee under the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .136. In 
no case may an applicant extend the period for response beyond the six month statutory period. Direct the 
reply to the undersigned. Applicant is reguested to return a copy of the attached Notice to Comply with the 
reply.
